$180 million needed to prevent 
cuts, but business. Owners ‘aré 
reluctant to,comply to this plan 
This is a sad state of affairs 
Extracurricular programs allow 
students to explore their inter- 
ests outside of the basics of 
reading, writing and arithmetic: 
Not. all students excel. at core 
academics, and these skill-based” 
courses provide an opportunity ’ 
for Students to prepare them- 
selves for the work. ‘force. 
Extracurricular activities allow 
students ~to’ explore their 
strengths and weaknesses and 
give them af insight to possible 

future careers. Many students 


have expressed how they would 
probably discontinue attending 
school ‘if not for the vocational 
and similar programs. Cuts in 
these areas would severely dev- 
astate the educational program 
at Elba schools 

As a student who is inyolved 
in many. of these programs, | 
sincerely hope that such drastic 
cuts will not be. neeessary 
Without these programs; the 
educational experience would 
be lacking.
